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FOREWORD 

The editors offer this list merely as a guide towards the 
selection of wholesome, readable literature for those who are ill 
either physically or mentally. While it has been compiled with 
the requirements of the latter class of patients in mind, it would 
seem no less suitable for the former, or, in fact, for any small 
library which desires only bright, wholesome, interesting books. 
It aims to suggest fresh titles for libraries already established, 
and not wholly to provide a buying list for the formation of new 
libraries. 

In making this list the editors have endeavored to keep in 
mind the following points : 

1. Books in a hospital are for recreation, not for instruction, 
and therefore should consist principally of fiction, picture-books, 
travel, biography, light and popular science and out-door books. 

2. They must be wholesome — not morbid, or gruesome, or 
depressing. Good detective stories and tales of adventure, how- 
ever thrilling, if not horrible, and if they do not make vice 
attractive, are to be recommended, as they, more than almost 
anything else, hold the attention. 

3. Illustrated books and book of pictures are invaluable, 
as a patient often will look at pictures when he is too ill to read. 

4. The newest fiction is called for and read, yet the old 
favorites remain much in demand. With so much ephemeral 
stuff among the "best sellers," it is a delicate task to select the 
really good novels which will last, and there is a great tempta- 
tion to fall back on the old and tried books to the exclusion of 
the more modern. The editors have tried to combine the two in 
just proportion, and also to give a few titles of the better class of 
the "second rate" which have proved popular. 

5. It is not enough to provide books for those who wish to 
read. There are always many patients who are unable to take 
any initiative towards selecting any form of entertainment or 
employment for themselves, and for these should be provided 
light and simple stories which will not tax the brain or require 
any concentration of attention, but which will serve to stimulate 
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their interest in things outside themselves. These are not neces- 
sarily children's books, but often the simple language and quiet 
wholesomeness of certain books for young people will bridge a 
patient over this period of mental inadequacy and pave the way 
toward a real enjoyment of maturer reading. 

In addition to these five simple rules for selecting the reading 
for a hospital library, the editors would emphasize another very 
important point: Many of the readers will be elderly persons 
; with failing eyesight, who demand large, clear type. This is 
hard to procure in cheap editions of standard authors and old 
favorites, but it is suggested that it is well worth while to take a 
little pains in selection, and even to pay a higher price in order 
to get an edition of convenient size, shape and weight, in service- 
able binding, with large, clear type. Such an edition will last 
longer and will invite, not repel the reader. 

Complete sets of the works of standard authors, with the ex- 
1 ception of Shakespeare, Scott, Dickens, and possibly George 
? Eliot, are not recommended for hospitals. Only a few of the 
more popular stories will be read. 

Most of the expensive books in this list can be "picked up" 
at remainder sales at much less than the quoted prices; for ex- 
ample. Black's $6 colour books can be bought for $2.50 and $3.00. 
Nevertheless, we would urge that no book is too expensive which 
supplies a legitimate demand. 

We would also call the attention of the untrained buyer to 
the fact that nearly all the books here listed can be secured for 
the library discount of 10% off the quoted price.

As a means of help to those in charge of the hospital library — 
usually clerks, stenographers or nurses, untrained in library ways 
and often having no great knowledge of books — as well as to 
the patients themselves in selecting their reading, the fiction list 
has been carefully annotated, and notes have been appended to 
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entries in the non-fiction list unless the titles seemed to speak 
for themselves. The editors are fully aware that these annota- 
tions are by no means literary criticism, but their aim has been 
to give some brief comment which would characterize the book 
and its fitness for the needs of the patient. It is no easy task 
to select one thousand from a list of six or seven thousand proved 
volumes, but the editors have aimed to make of this a representa- 
tive rather than a comprehensive catalog, and as such they take 
pleasure in presenting it to those who are interested in organiz- 
ing and building up hospital libraries.
